WHO MAY VOTE. 
The law is plain and emphatic 
in declaring who may vote in the 
municipal election. 
The right of suffrage b elongs only 
to the b ona fide citizen. 
To vote in tomorrow’s election, a 
man must have his actual home in 
Sedalia. 
The voter must b e a male citizen 
over the age of 21 y ears; b e must 
have resided in the state one y ear 
immediately preceding the election, 
and he must have resided in the 
city at least six ty day s immediately 
b efore the election. 
To merely reside in a city tem­ 
porarily as a student or on b usiness 
does not give a man the right to 
vote unless his actual home is here. 
The distinction is clear and well 
defined, and should b e enforced to 
the letter. 
Aflcr every election the air is 
filled with rumors of illegal votes 
having b een cast; some are true and 
some false.
